FAMILY IN NEBRASKA AOrUALLY. 
‘SIABVES TO DEATH. | 


Mother and Two Littie Children Found tn | 


a Cofa Cabin in Knox County—No Trace 
of Food in Their Stomachs-—Other 
Deaths Belleved to Have Occuarred= 
Men and Women and Children in Dire 
Distressa=Pratrie Dogs.as a Diet—Aid 
Must Be Found. 

Grawr, Neb, Dec. 22.—[Special ]—As a 
result of the drought of the last summer the 
privations of the peo of this section of Ne- 
braska are becom awful, This, rkins 
County, is the center of the droug ken 
region of the Stete, and on all sides the 
dreadful truth is apparent that without im- 
mediate relief many people will be starving 
to death and freezing before the winter is 
many weeka old. Three cases, in which hun- 
ger resulted in death, are already kaown here, 
and many similar'cases may have occurred 
in isolated districts which will not -be 
discovered for months, President Nason of 
the Nebraska State Relief -Commission has 
been forwarded a catefully prepared report 
of the number of destitute families in the dif- 
ferent counties in thie State where there was 
a crop failure. The list isa large one and it 
will require all the assistance that can be pro- 
cured to keep the people in the most urgent 
of necessities during the cold winter months, 
The report as has been made out by Secre- 
tary Ludden is as follows:

Wionrra, Kas., Dec. 22,—[Special.]—The 
case of Tom McDonald, accused of “ney mur- 
der of Tom Patton in Sumner County ’ last 
month, which has been on trial this week in 
the District Court at Wellington, was giveh 
to the jury this evening, and after a brief ab. 
sence from the box a verdict of acquittal was 
rendered on the ground that while MeDona!d 
killed Patton he had done so while under the 
hypnotic influence of Anderson Gray, his 
employer, who last week was sentenced tp 
death for the same crime. 

During the trial it was shown Gray eaated 
Patton removed ‘because of something the 
latter knew to Gray’s detriment and that last 
summer he had exerted this su hyp- 
notice influence over Putton in an effort to 
ge’ him killed.

In many instances, people of the districts 
remote from railroad facilities are said to be 
eating prairie dogs. One of the destitute 
farmers who has suffered from the pangs of 
hunger and found reliefin this manner made 
public this recipe, in the hope of helping his 
companionsin misery. It is for rendering 
the little animals palatable: 


Parts of it abourty five minutes of a weak solu- © 


tion of salaratus water, tnen clinse in hot wart 
and prepare ready to fry to a crisp brown. Their 
flesh issweet and as flaky salmon trout. Many 
thousands of these animals may be caught in 
their villiages to affore a superopncute dinner. 
In these warm days of winter they may be cured 
and packed like other meats, for future use. In 
the early days of our frontiers, the West Point 
officers made a practice of killing these “ dogs’’ 
as a luxury for the table. I have seen one con- 
tinuous villiage of these rodents covering a whole 
township of iand, and so numerous were they 
that it would require railway trains to haul them 
to a market. 

A newspaper man made a trip the early 
part of the week through the most destitute 
part of this couatry, A few deserted sod huts 
and frame houses were seen, and there were 
signs here and there that some habitations 
had been tori down and removed with the 
other goods of the owners when they left it, 
In some cases farm implements were seen in 
the fields, and at a distance substantial gran- 
aries stood just as their owners had left them. 
One farmer, who had come into this town for 
relief, said, with tears in his eyes: ’ 

Sed Tale of Suffering, 

‘*IT never applied for help before and I 
never thought to. When a fellow has lost all 
his crops for twp years and has had his team 
and cows tak away on account of board 
while workmg on the ditch he can’t see his 
family starve if there is any help for it. I’m 
not above saying there isn’t a thing in my 
house but a little flour and a peck of potatoes 
that was left of the last lot they gave me 
credit for at the store. My wife is ill, and she 
and the children have not decent clothes. The 
children don’t go toschoo! because they haven’t 
shoes nor stockings, and you can see how I 
look myself. I’m no worsethan my neigh- 
bors, but the honest truth is, we’re near 
starvation. They are gocd and industrious 
men and have worked night and day, some of 
them, to get a crop. Simce June 14 not a 
drop of rain fell on my place, except a light 
shower.too late in the fail, There wasn’t any 
choice. I borrowed a neighbor’s team and 
came in this mornmg, but whether [ll get 
help or not I can’t tell.”’ 

It is mot too much to say that this case is 
well-nigh typical of the farmers throughout 
the county. County Clerk Wilcox said today: 
“Not less than 600 families, representing 
3.000 people, are in a destitute condition. 
Thie is three-fourths of the county’s popula- 
tion. Weare facing the most deaperate situa- 
tion in our history.”’ 

The people of the drought-cursed sections 
hope to have the Legislature pass measures of 
relief the first day the body convenes. This 
may not be done, but all organized relief 
measures are absolutely necessary to prevent 
mavy deaths from starvation.

Consequently the entire lot of 420 
tons will be at once shipped to the Union 
iron works and putin piace on the Oregon, 
the contractor for which has been chafing for 
some time atthe delay imposed upon his 
work by the non-arrival of the armor.

An ex-President of the Stock 
Exchange, at the head of one of the foremost 
brokerage and banking houses of the street, 
whose personal wealth is large and whose re- 
lations to the Cordage company are only 
those of accommodation to people who lost 
their money or got it hopelessly tied up in the 
property during its former discreditable his.

ny Points and Minor 
Casualties\on Shore, 

Loxpon, Dec. 22.—Reports of the storm re- 
ceived from all parts of England show that 
immense damage has every where beea,caused 
by the recent gales. The losa will reach tens 
of thousands of pounds, Many buildings 
have been blown down and telegraph wires 
have suffered greatly. Traffic has been com- 
pletely suspended in many places on account 
of the floods. 

Many ships have been driven ashore by the 
winds. Thirty or forty persons already have 
been reported dead as a4 result of the storm, 
while hundreds have bean injured. Eight per- 
sons while attempting to escape from the bark 
driven ashore at Holy Head were drowned. 

A chimney at Sheffield was biown down, 
and it is reported that five persons were killed 
and many injured. 

Chimneys have been blown down every 
where, and in some parts of England the wind 
has been blqwing sixty miles an hour. 

Several small vessels off the const are re- 
ported to be flying signals of distress,

THE EVOLUTION OF CHRISTMAS, 
St.) Luke wrote the first Christmas story, 
and perhaps.né6 tale in all literature tells so 
much inso few words. The whole story is 
compiised in less than two hundred lines ; it is 
Wt once both easy to grasp and impossible to 
forget. Every one knows how this first Christ- 


it accounts for the journey of Joseph and 
Mary to Bethlehem; the birth there of their 
first-born son; the announcement of the 
event, first to the neighboring shepherds and 
through them to the world at large; the re- 
ee ae and the nammg of the } 
child Jesus. Then the evangelist goes on to 
sketch the childhood of Jesus, not as a separ- 
ate topic, but es a part of the Chrietmas 
story, That is ali, but still there 
is. nothing overlooked, nothing lacking. 
Through all the teste of time and change 
these ars still the words in which we utter 
best the epitit of the Christmas time: “On 
earth peace, good will toward men.” 

This true meaning of the event, this essen- 
tial element of thé Christmas anniversary. did 
not arise, however, in .men’s minds all at 
once, In early times a species of celebration 
flourished that had a tendency to stifle rather 
than to encourage right conceptions. The 
genera! kindness and good will, the democra- 
cy of merriment and beneficence peculiar to 
the present century came slowly by the grad- 
ual mitigation of religious austerities and the 
growth of civilizafion and enlightenment. 
Different forms of b gotry narrowed and con- 
fuged its application to earthly affairs; differ- 
ent periods diverted’ it to suit different and 
transient purposes, 

The Germans were among the first to asso- 
ciate with Christmas the pretty and whole- 
some practice of making the little ones happy 
with presents. In a practical sense Santa 
Claus was born in Germany and wherever 
seen, to thie day, he wears the’ round, benign- 
ant German fact. The Dutch settlers of New 
York brought him to this country, under the 
name of St. N icholas, and he was also gradu- 
ally adopted into the life of othes countries. 
So gracious and Cheerful a saint was able to 
gaim from the first a large piace ing Jopular 
affection. His religion—a religion of the 
heart rather than the head—was one that the 
common people heard giadly. 

But when we look for instances of Christ. 
mas serving as an inspiration for song or story 
we do not find these in Germany, nor indeed 
elsewhere in Europe... English poetry is much 
richer in Christmas lore, although Milton 
alone of the classic bards chose to treat the 
Bethlehem story with true literary regard for 
its merits. “Hymn to the Nativity” 

stands out from amidst a surfeit of inconse- 
quent carols and rhymes of occasion with sin- 
cere and striking effect. Minor poets of the 
same period depict in a pleasing way from 
time to time the, Christmas sports that had 
come to be allowed to the peasantry; and one 
Thomas Tusser provided us with a lingering 
bit of proverbial rhyme by writing: 


At Christmas play and make good cheer, 
For Christmas comes but once a year. 


Later Walter Scott in “Marmion” and 
Washington Irving in his “Sketches” gave 
pleasing and careful pictures of the Christmas 
ceremonies and pustimes of England. But 
more than this they did not undertake; the 
true seer and inspirer of the modern Christ- 
mas spirit had not yet come. 

At length, however, he came—this man for 
whom Christmas had waited so long. He 
was Dorn ip poverty, and his childhood was 
a discipline of toil and want and suffermg. 
But no circumstance or environment was to 
prevail over him; in course of time he went 
‘to work in a newspaper office, and it was there 
that the suggéstion came to him to 
write. a Christmas story, “A Christmas 
Carol” it was named modestly, and 
our latter-day critics assure us that

THE NEW YORK POLICE REVELATIONS. 

About a week ago Capt. Creeden of the 
police force in New York voluntarily made 
a statement before the Lexow committee 
which went to confirm all that had been 
wrung from reluctant witnesses as to the rot- 
tentess of that force. Now comes Capt. 
Schmittberger with an open confession of all 
that he kno~s covering individual cases with- 
in his own experientes, implicating two of the 
Police Commissioners and two Inspectors, de- 
clating that the entire police force is rotten 
to the coré, With the exception of Supt. 
Byrnes, that blackmail and bribery, ex- 
tortion and corruption, are common 
crimes, and that bis asrociates on the 
force are actuated by mercenary methods 
alone, Apparently it was a clear case of cons 
science and the hope of saving himself that 
induced Capt. Svchiittberger to tell his 
straightforward story, ,*‘I havemade a clean 
breast of it. I bave held back nothing. I 
acknowledge my own part in the general rot- 
tenness, in justice to my wife and family,” in 
substance, says the Captain. 

And What a story he tells! He has been on 
the force twenty years, and ‘as he has been 
transferred over and over again during that 
time, he has had ample opportunities to get 
acquainted with the infamous methods 
of the force. He had been a policeman 
only a short* time when he discovered 
that it was run by ward politicians 
and go-betweens playing into the hands of 
Captains and Sergeants, who in turn piayed 
into the Uands of Inspectors and Commis- 
sioners. He at first had some ideas of dis 
cipline, but when promoted to a Sergeantship 
he found that his subordinates who belonged 
to the Tammany elub defied his orders, He 
soon discovered thete was a tacit understand- 
ing for the protection of certain disorderly 
houses and law-breakers, and that dives could 
not run without police protection. He had 
no sooner discovered the methods than he 
found himself obliged to practice them or 
. quit the force, He collected half their salaries 
from the dock men connected with 
steamship lines. He levied upon the policy 
shops. The liquor dealers’ ansociations 
were bled by him and this ,boodle he divided 
with hie Inapéctor. [he pool rooms paid him 
$200 a month, division with his collector 
and Inspector. The Commissioners; ordered 
him to protect certain disreputable houses 
and one of them was protected because a raid 
upon it might have resulted in the exposure 
of .several Judges who were in the habit of 
going there, It was the custom of all Ser- 
geants to pay the boodle over to the Captains 
and the Captains divided with the Inspectors 
and Comtnissioners.. ‘There seems to have 
been no exception. One of the In- 
spectord was a pious man. He could 
not take the money if he knew where it came 
from, so he quieted his conscience by not ask- 
ing who had contributed it. He put it in his 
pockets, élosed bis eyes, and probably 
breathed a little prayer of gratitude that he 
did not know just what gambler, liquor 
dealer, or disreputable woman had been bied. 

Schmittberger’s testimuny, voluntarily of- 
fered, confirms all that has been charged. 
Putting all the chapters in his story together, 
it shows a complete codperative system be- 
tween the police force of New York and 
the criminal classes of the city, by 
which. the latter, upon the payment 
of teguiar assessments, were guaranteed 
immunity from arrest. It shows that 
it was not this officer or that officer who 
was corrupt, but the entire force, Rottenness 
had tainted the whole structure. It is possi- 
ble that the Superintendent himself may have 
been personally horiest, but what can be 
thought of the self-respect of a man who re- 
mained at the head of a force which he must 
have known was utterly corrupt and dishon- 
est and where he knew he was only a figure- 
head and that his orders, even if he issued 
them, would be of no avail because 
Tammany had laid every form of vice 
and crime under tribute and not 
content with that had even invaded the mer- 
cantile business of the city for its corrupt pur- 
poses? The whole truth has now been told. 
Will it ever be told in Chicago? It may be if 
an honest, courageous investigation can be 
made, The peopie of this city should rise 
and demand it, and the Legislature must aid 
in the work, It must pase such legislation as 
will enable the investigating committee to 
produce witnesses and make them talk. 


THE EBAILWAY POOLING BILL. 

“The I.-O, wants to know Why Tue Tarsuyrz 
has had nothing to say about the railroad 
pooling bill for the last few days. The chief 
reason is that that bad bill is at. presént 
tucked away ina Senatorial crypt and will 
not see the light until after the holidays, and 
perhaps not until after the fate of a number 
of the Senators whose terms expire on the 
4th of March nextis decided. If redlected 
they can vote for the bill with safety, for it 
will be six years before their constituents can 
getat them, If defeated they can vote for it 
with safety, for their constituents have done 
their worst. 

Tux Trrecwe has printed the bill for the 
information of ite readers, which the L-0O. 
has not done. It has exposed repeatedly the 
bad features of that bill and how it will in- 
jure the people, which the J.-O. has refrained 
curefully from doing. When that bill is out 
of the crypt and comes up for consideration 
once more Tus Trarsvse will atten] to it and: 
to the men who vote for it. 

Would not it be in better taste for the J.-0., 
instead of distressing itself over the momen- 
tary silénce of Taz Tarscns, which has said 
so much about this bill to kill railroad com- 
petition, to look after Senator Cullom, who 
has said nothing directly on this subject, al- 
though asked by some of his constituents to 
doso? His protracted silence does not seem

new law. That would have obliged them to 
retire their presert currency, and forced upon 
the market some 200 millions of bonds, per- 
haps to be suld at a great sacrifice, with the 
result of a panic more or less severe. The 
new bill would not force that change, though 
making it to the interest of the national 
banks to undertake it, While this obviated 


the danger referred to, asthe change would. 


be made at different times by different 
banks, it would increase by one the number 
of kinds of paper currenoy Circulating in the 
hands of the people, ‘qnd thus render 
present complexity more complicated. 

Also the new bill bids for favor with 
the banks by omitting to make them 
responsible for the redemption of notes 
of failed banks except so far as the main- 
tenance of the 6 per cent safety fund is con- 
cerned. Thi¢ change certainly does not add 
to the security of redemption for the notes, 
though it is provided that they shall bear in- 
terest at 6 per cent from the date of suspen- 
sion of the issumg bank till thirty days after 
public notice has been given that funds are 
on hand for their redemption. The new bill 
repeais the present requirement that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall receive deposits 
of gold and issue certificates theron, and per- 
mits him to invest money in the safety fund 
in bonds, the latter point beg the same as in 
the onginal 

The State bank feature is retained, but with 
at attempt to make it less objectionable to 
the men who do not want to see the country 
again afflicted with wildcat currency. The 
Secretary of the Treasury and the Control-er 
of the Currency are given powerto decide 
whether or nota bank organized under the 
laws of any State and which transacts no 
other thana bankimg business shall be al- 
lowed to issue notes without the imposition of 
the 10 per cent tax on their circulation. But 
it is required that under the laws of the State 
such bank shall keep on deprcit at ail times 
with an official of the State a guarantee fund 
that its stockholders shali be individuall 
liable for the redemption of the circuldtmg 
notes to the full extent of their ownership of 
stock, and that the circulating notes shall 
form a first lien on all the assets of the bank. 

Numerous objections may be urged to these 
and other features of thé new bill, but promi- 
nent among all are the two great defects that 
immediate redemption is not adequately pro- 
vided for and that the character of such re- 
demption appears to have been ieft unde- 
fined. One can easily understand it as possi- 
ble in a time of panic like that of last year 
more than 5 per cent of the greatiy increased 
aggregate circulation might be placed on the 
retired list and that even ‘without the excuse 
of a previously existing panic many of 
the banks would refuse to redeem their 
obligations with anything better than silver 
dollars. There seems to oe absolutely no 
provision made in the new bill for a main- 
tenance of the parity, a keeping of the silver 
coins up to their present equality of buying 
power with gold. Under the terms of the 
new bill “lawful money” is all that is re- 
quired for redemption, and especially in the 
areas where the silver craze is most prevalent 
this might be construed tn mean nothing bet- 
ter than silver coins, the result bemg prac- 
tically silver monofhetallism, 

The only safe way of dealing with the prob- 
lem is to fund the present’ currency liabilities 
of the United States into bonds bearing a low 
rate of interest and issue to. banks notes up 
to the par value of those bonds deposited as 
security with the National Treasury. Then 
there would be no danyer of loss to the note- 
holder, either by failure of the bank to re. 
deem or by its electing to redeem only in 
silver, the latter depressing by more than 50 
per cent the value of all deposits and other 
credits as well as that of the circulating 
notes themselves. The new scheme makes 
only inadequate provision for the quick 
redemption of bank paper currency and for 
that reason does not interpose a sufficient bar 
against the intrusion of the wildcat element 
in some parts of the United States, if not 
everywhere. It presents no guarantee at all 
against the drop to a silve sis by any bank 
or set offbanks that might elect to take that 
position and thus have an additional leverage 
for forcing all to the same level, In that re- 
spect it is insidiously dangerous. Let us have 
a bank circulation based only upon bonds of 
the Nation. ‘Then the paper.will be safe, not 
only against total loss, but against the partial 
loss demanded by the free silver fanatics. 


THE NECESSITY OF INVESTIGATION. 

The country has been made acquainted 
with all the details of the corrupt practices of 
the New York police force by the voluntary 
statement of Capt. Creeden and the confes- 
sion of Capt. Schmittberger. The character 
of this testimony, coupled with the influence 
of New York, will create at least a doubt 
whether there is an honest police force in any 
city in the United States of over 50,000 people, 
That this dishonesty prevails in the large 
cities and has. more or less infected the 
smaller ones is due to the great and over- 
mastering influence of New York. Ali 
cities have to do with # New 
York more or less in criminal 
affairs. It has become the Mecca 
where the police officials of other cities re- 
sort, It ig there they learn how things are 
done, how boodle is levied, how patronage 
buys places, how sergeants, captains, and in 
spectors receive their money, and how policy 
shops, gambiers, bunko steerers, green goods 
men, thieves, disreputable women, and others 
of the criminal classes pay it to them. They 
return to their own cities, where the haunts of 
vice and crime are runon a smaller scaie, 
and they put these methods of the metropolis 
into practical operation. Thus the influence 
of New York ramifies allover the country 
and corripts police everywhere. Thera is 
every reason to believe that with exceptioas 
here and there, for there are honest men on 
every force, the police methods ‘of the larger 
cities are identical with those of New York.

One of the projects evolved is to utilize the 
power of the Susquehanna River, which runs 
from Otsego Lake, NN. p to Chesa peake 
Bay. The prime ovject is to furnish electric 
force to the street railways of Baltimore, 
Wilmington, Philadelphia, and interme- 
diate towns, but it is intended also to operate 
electrical works, telegraph, and telephone 
lines. A company hasbeen formed, the in- 
corporators being leading capitalists of Balti- 
more and Philadelphia, and the Westing- 
house Electric company is understood to be 
at the back of the project, The capital stock 
is only $100,000, but it is expected to sell 
bonds for six million dollars inNew York alone, 
The company has purchased eight miles of 
shore land on both sides of the river extending 
ftom tidewater to Conowimgo, at which point 
the stream is to be turned inland and a large 
dam constructed, The machinery is to have 
a capacity of 40,000 horse-power, and it is 
stated that the company will be able to fur- 
nish electric force inside that limit at less 
than the present average cost of $80 per 
horse-power per annum. If the money be 
forthcoming as expected, and if there be no 
unlooked for delay in the construction, power 
will be supplied to customers by the close of 
next year. ; 

It is probable that this is only one among a 
few firet steps towards the utilization of a 
large proportion of thé water power in the 
United States. Unteld millions of horse. 
power now run to waste, much of which 


could be made to yield up motive foreé for the 


use of man, Every drop of water that runs 
to a lower level during its descent to the sea 
has with it an element of force, the value 
of ‘which may be seen by referring it to 
the fact that 1644 tons falling one foot 
in one minute are equal to one horse- 
power, with the additional great advan- 
tage that the force.can be made use of during 
every minute of the twenty-four hours, while 
one horse can work but a few hours without 
rest, Whether the water descend in a gentle 
stream or swift torrent, whether it drop at 
the rate of a few inches per mile or fall sev- 
eral feet in the emptying of a lock, the force 
is there. Till within the last few years that 
force had to be used directly or not at all, and 
had to be used at- the place where the water 
was falling, because all the force would have 
been absorbed or lost in turning the ma- 
chinery employtd to transmit, the force 
through a cousiderable distance. But now 
modern inventiveness enables man to 
transform the\, force of the falling 
water into electrié\power, which can be sent 
long distances over a wire with little loss, and 
then utilized either for lighting, warming, or 
moving purposes. Furthermore, men have 
learned how to concentrate that electric force 
into storage batteries, so that what is col- 
lected slowly during several hours may be 
used in a short time, and the accumulations 
of the night be turned on in foree for day use 
only, with but a relatively small loss of power 
in the transformation from activity to rest, 
and from that back again to the active phase 
in which the electric force does real work for 
humanity. 

It looks as if for the near future the instal. 
lation of electric plants on the water courses 
of this country will be competed with by those 
constructed for obtaining force from the 
combustion of the immense heaps of culm 
that exist in the neighborhood of the coal pits 
in the mining regions. After these have been 
exhausted the coal may be used directly in 
the same localities, but the cost of the power 
thus obtained will be equal to if not greater 
than that got from the falling of water. 
And for the longer future there will 
be a growing scarcity of coal, already felt in 
England, and certain to be experienced here 
lateronin the history of the United States. 
Then the water-power will be more valuable 
than now, and its relative value will keep in- 
creasing as the rolling of the years increases 
the scarcity of fuel. Hence it is reasonable 
to expect that the power in the water courses 
will be utilized as far as possible all over this 
country, as in other lands, though several 
generations of human beings may come and 
go on the surface of our planet before that 
expectation is actualized, 


Is LAEE NAVIGATION IN PERIL? 

The dam of clay placed by nature at the 
foat of Lake Huron, directly above the head 
of the St. Clair River, has on it a depth of 
about sixteen feet of water. Under the di- 
rection of government engineers a cut 2,400 
feet wide and five feet deep is being made 
through the dam, and it is estimated this will 
increase the flow of water by about 750 mill- 
ion gallons per hour. Gen. Poe is quoted as 
eaying that this cut will not lower the level of 
Lakes Huron and Michigan so long as the in- 
take of the St. Clair River igs untouched. But 
he also insists that the deepening of the chan- 
nel at the Limestone Crossing and through 
the St. Clair Plats has not affected the level of 
the lakes. The Port Huron News takes issue 
on this point. It says it is a fact that the 
level of the lakes has been seriously affected, 
In 1867 on the very bottom of Lake Huron, 
where this dredging is being done in sixteen 
feet of water, there was as much as twenty. 
eight feet of water, and the general level of 
the lake was never solow as now.” The News 


says these are alarming facts that cannot be’ 


accounted for by a lessened rainfall, and 
thinks it high time for a convention of repre 
sentative and scientific men to consider the 
work now in progress “ before it is everlast- 
ingly too late.” For if the work proves when 
completed to be a lasting damage to the haz- 
bors in the lakes above the cut it may be im- 
possible to repair the mischief.

Astringent Creek, a small tributary of Pel- 
ican Creek, in what is known as the Pelican

On the day of his capture he had shot down 
five buffalo, which on his skis he had puraued 
into deep snow, where they were floundering 
helpless and unable to escape. sound of 
his firing was heard by Burgess, who was 
making a circuit through that section of the 
country yn the chance of discovermg just 
some such work as this. Burgess ap 
cautiously and saw Howell in the act of skin- 
ning one of the oduffalo.

This, however, was the 
first time a poacher had ever been taken 
under circumstances sufficient to fasten guilt 
upon him undeniably and great enthusiasm 
was felt at the post over the arrest; 

As proof of the lukewarm and unintelligent 


interest which up to that time had ever been 


shown by Congress in one of the greatest and 
most priceless of the nationa! possessions it is 
enough to say that at that date, March, 18904, 
there was no law whatever under which 
Howell could be punished for his dastardly 
offense. The park was entirely and purely 
under military control, and its only law was 
that of the United States’ Army : regulations.’ 
The only punishment that Howell ever got 
was imprisonment fora few weeks in the post 

uardhouse of Fort Yellowstone. As soon as

He 
was swiftly undeceived, for meantime a law 
had been sag ns Congress which gave an 
entirely new jurisdiction and new set of pen- 
alties for the National Park, Howell was 
again arrested and at this writing Was atill 
— his heels in limbo .and wondermg at 
the difficulty of keeping track of the caprices 
of the United States Congress. 

The facts as to this are that. as soon as the 
news of the killing of the buffalo became 
known at Fort Yellowstone, which was just 
before our party left for the interior of the 
park, the details were telegraphed b 3 us to a 
ove gay oe sportsmen’s journal in New York 

‘ity. The proprietor of ‘that journal, to- 
gether with influential friends, at once set 
out for Washington, In less. than two weeks 
the so-called park bill was introduced in the 
House, offered by Mr. Lacy of Iowa. The 
bill passed both branches without delay and 
was approved by the President May 7, less 
than sixty days after Howell’s. ri shots 
had rung out on the frosty air of the 
mountains, over 100 milés from any rail- 
way and over 2,000 miles from Was 
ington. For once let us credit Con- 

tess with anything but dilatory action. 

t never passed a wiser or better measure than 
the present park protective law, and never 
one more necessary, if there shall be long any 
need at all of help for the objects sought to be 
protected. The buffalo, as we learned this 
past winter by our study of their numbers 
are now almost extinct. "What was sup 
to be a herd of at least 500 animais is really 
not over 175 or 200, at the optside caicula- 
tion of their num bers, if the estimate be made 
on any basis of actual count. Personally the 
members of our party do not think there are 
150 buffalo left alive today in the park. and

pretty _ littie 
wonderfully expressive. and 

telligent pink faces, with bright-brown 
eyes and pink lips, and the play and mobility 
of their faces and bodies while listening to the 
music were extraordinary rapid, The three in 
tne first cage at firet rushed up into their box, 
and then all peeped out chattering and ex- 
cited. One by ‘one they came down and 
listened to the music with intense curiosity, 
shrieking and making ‘faces at a crescendo, 
shaking the wires at a discord, and putting 
their heads upside down in efforts of acute 
criticism at low and musical passages. 

Darwin, whiie giving many instances of the 
expression of anger, pain, and fear on the 
part of animals, gives few of the expressions 
of pieasure or the milder emotions of curios- 
ity and contentment. It must, however, 
strike every reader of Mr. Cornish’s book 
that the avimals at the Zoo did exhibit pleas- 
ure-and curiosity in a matked degree; while 
in the case of others cong sect fear was shown 
in all the modes which o has described. 
“Cattle and sheep,”’ says the great naturalist, 
‘are remarkabie for displaying their emo- 
tions in a very slight degree, except: that of 


extreme pain.’ 


But in the case of the wild sheep [says the an- 
thor of the present book), and even of the wild 
cattle, the pleasure and curiosity aroused by the 
music was plainly shown, as we have described 
above, by their instant attention and their ap- 
proach ‘toward the sounds. At the sudden dis- 
cords they instan showed displeasure by 
stamping the feet retiring. The African ele- 
phant gave unmistakabie signs of anger; the 
Wild boar pigs, of pleasure and curi- 
osity; and among others which shared 
these amiable emotions, were beyond doubt 
the zebras, wiid asses, polar and grizzly bears, 
and the ant-eater. No creature seemed wholly 
ind.fferent except thee#eals, and the sudden start 
and displeasure at a discord was aimost uni- 
versal, from the snakes to the African elephant, 
Thereare many men, perhaps many races of 
men, who could not detect a discord, and wou.d 
be indifferent alike to harmony and its opposite. 
Must we not, then, infer that, owing tosome great- 
er senus:tiveness of the organ, most animals have 

a musical ear, and the stories of Orpheus 
and his late have. at any rate, a basis in the facts 
of animal esthetics? 

Attempts were made by Mr. Cornish to 
learn the favorite instruments of the different 
animais. An elephant, which disliked the 
violin, accepted the flute; anda tiger which 
went to sleep to the music of the violin 
lashed its taii in fury at the strains of the 
piccolo. The verdict of the animals was 
nearly unanimously against the piccolo, in 
which, one thinks, they showed exceedingly 
good taste. . 

There are two chapters in the present work 
in which the author saysthings which to many 
readers will appear extravagant. These chap- 
ters are toward the end and are entitied ** The 
Temper of Animals” and **Criminal An 
mals.”’ Occasions for disagteement in the 
case of most animals are rare and unusual, 
he says. Fierce disseusions are raised at pair- 
ing time, but combat is only general in the 
polygammous animals. It is surprising to learn

Mr, Cornish says: * Not 
the least marked difference between 
the temperament of animais and men 
is that animals do not by mere contact irritate 
each other—a positive compensation for the 
absence of the gift of speech.’’ The author 
holds as a result of his vubservation that ani- 
ual temper is naturally pacific, equable, and 
mild. “ Bad temper is the privilege of more 
highly organized natures.” 

Animals when domesticated have the power 
of seif-control, according to Mr. Cornish, and 
he asserts that the heifer which attacked Mr. 
Giadstone a few months ago was of the crim- 
inal animal cla There are, he says, 
wicked animals which are not only 
wicked per se, but quite conscious 
that they are doing actions which place them 
outside the pale, th of human and animal 
consideration. The ‘*‘ rogue” elephant when 
driven from one herd is not admitted to an- 
other. Good temper is the fundamental con- 
dition of animal society, and it is probably to 
the lack of this and the growing conviction 
that the * rogue’’ is an uncluvable, unso- 
ciable fellow, that his exclusion fs due. 

Perhaps the most convincing instances of 
the gratification of a consciously criminal! in- 
stinct are to be found in the cases in which 
dogs, especially sheep dogs, have been detect- 
ed in the habit of gommg away to considerable 
distances at night and worrying the sheep in 
other folds, returning before daybreak to 
their own flock. In one case a collie was seen 
by a shepherd to slip away from the fold early 
in the morning plunge into a stream, 
where he swam for a short time, came 
out, shook himself, and then 
loped off in direction - of 
another farm, to which on inquiry the d 
was found to belong. In the fold which it ha 
just tef; several sheep were found dying 
dead, and it was surwised that the dug’s bath 
had for its object the removal of the traces of 
ite sanguinary amusement, In another case 
two dogs were found to have been in the 
habit of slipping away at night and returning 
quietly to their kennel after killing sheep at 
a distance of ten or twelve miles. ,ln both 
instances the flock of which they were the 
natural guardians was uninjured. 

Mr. Cornish says of Mr, Garner’s most re- 
cent experiments in the attempt te prove the 
existence of a monkey language: 

Mr. Garher’s expedition to Western Africa, in 
the hope of induc wild monkeys to answer the 
sounds which he had succeeded in learning from 
the tame ones, ended as such an enterprise 
might have been expected to end—in failure. 
Perhaps the whole inquiry may lead to the con- 
clusion that we know no more now of monkey 
speech than we did before. But in any case it 
was a hopeful and ingenious experiment, and 
without boldness and enterprise fresh knowledge 
comes siowly. 

It is of significance in this connection to 
know that keepers of the monkeys in the 
Zodlogical Gardens, who have a special and 
practical knowledge of the subject, refuse to 
entertain the idea either that there was a uni- 
versal s imian tongue (as Mr. Garner claimed 
at the outset), oreven one which was com- 
ae to more than the members of a single 
class.

Vestrss once said: “There are but three 
great men in me worid—myself, Voltaire, 
and Frederick the Great.’’ One day when 
wildly applauded he gave his leg to be kissed 
by his seneiars. He retired in 1781 and died 
in 1808. 

His son, Auguste Vestris, was born March 
27,1760. His mother was a dancer at tho . 
Opera Allard. He commenced to dance 
when he commenced to walk. He made his 
début when 11 years old.. Vestris’ father 
dec.ared himself to .be a created 
genius, but recognized in his son 
asuperior execution. The younger Vestris 


was given a White funeral as to a young g:fri, 
which was, perhaps, excessive when one re- 
membered Melim, Marteille, and many other 
illustrious loves, notably the Duke of Riche- 
lieu, the Marquis of Finarcon, Vitry, and the 
Count of Clermont, by whom she hal two 
children. 

Camargo created a veritable ‘revolution at 
the opera. Besides the shortening of the 
skirts she introduced into her art the diffi- 
cult feats which were so brilliantly exploited 
by her successors. The old cia-siques called 
her dance the ** gigottage of Camargo.” And 
- a song defines it as “an admirable

Then; step by step, interruptmg himeelf 
ateach moment and recommencing at each 
measure, the mester gradually arrives at the 
thought of the author, and itis justtu say 
that down to the lAst littie girl in the ballet 
corps, the interpreters are quick, able, and 
skillful in seizing the indications of the choré- 
gruphe, 
dancers love their profession, and it 
comes after hard work. The ballet girls com- 
menceat 7 or 8 years of age’ to learn the art 
of dancing. ° y come down each morning 
from Batignoiles or Montmatre, At 9 o'clock 
they take their lessons and repeat. them later 
in the day. On the evenings of the days of 
playing they are at the theater until midnight, 
going back again to Montmartre or Batignolies 
to recommence the next day. They do this 
gayly, with all the good nature of youth. 

So far the dances of the theaters have been 
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the object of attention. It remains but to 
say a few words on public balls. The moat 
cebbented of all is the ball de l’Opera, first 
given in 1716. It little resembled then what 
it has sinee become. At its commencement 
it was a kind of salon where society dancing 
served the pretext to masked conversations 
and graceful and polite intrigues. Other balls 
aleo had great renown at the close of the 
eighteenth century. The Colyeée and the 
Vauxhall were the most brilliant. Later pub- 
lie bails beca.ne numerous in Paris. Trivoli 
d’hiver, Trivoli d'été, Salon de Flore, and 
Redoutes. The ball del’Opera. interdicted 
under the ‘Revolution, was reéstablished at 
the commencement of the Empire. It hed 
preserved aimost entirely its same character 
of good tone. 


The transformation was not until after 
1830, when Mausard invented the quadril 
and the cancan became the fad. The latter 
also re gned in the Latin quarter, where stu- 
dents and grisettes hastened to the bali of the 
Chaumiére. Pomare and Maria were the 
queens of the Mabiile. Rigoloche danced at 
the ball de l’Opera.

Qn learning thata gentieman of 
that name had died during the trip she was 
deeply affected, and declaring herseif the 
dead inan’s wife she summoned an under- 
taker and had the remains conveyed to her 
hotel. She declined all offers of assistance 
and companionship from those about her, 
that she preferred to watch alone 
through the dark night with her dead. 

On the following mornimg, er evidently 

she ordered a 
carriage, and was driven to Table Rock; 
alighting and requesting the driver to de.iver 
to the proprietor of the hotel a letter which 
she gave him, she deliberately waiked into 
the water before the man had the slightest 
idea of her intention, and was immediately 
swept over tlie falls. Her body was never re- 
covered. | 
The letter which she had given to the hack- 
man iniclosed a considerable sum of money 
and told a.most romantic story. Her name 
was Huwnily Gtidden and twenty-three years be- 
fore in Williamsport, Pa., she had been mar- 
ried‘in ‘jest ata picnic by a you divinity 
student to James Wilman, the illegitimate 
son of a deceased old bachelor, who had left 
him a fortune of $500,000. iilman and 
Miss Glidden became deepiy attached to each 
other and were to have been married 
in earnest, but the young man’s health com- 
pelled him to go abroad. For the remainder 
of his life he was a cosmopolitan, living some- 
times in London, sometimes in Parie, and 
sometimes in New York. Miss Glidden, who 
had meanwhiie removed with her widowed 
mother to Chicago, never married. When- 
ever Wilman landed in this country his first 
act was always ‘to telegraph for his old 
sweetheart, who would immediately come 
to him and remain at his side 
until he again departed for some 
foreign clime, though she never accompanied 
him inany of his wanderings. He had just 
returned from a sojourn in the West indies, 
whither he had vainly gone to stay the rav- 
ages of ‘he slow consumption which for years 
had been destroying him and was en route to 
meet Miss Glidden at Niagara when death 
overtook him. The suicide’s letter declared

“NAPOREON AT HOME” 


$a nother 


Nzw Yorx, Dec. 20.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.{/—Six months after the publication 
of “ Napoleon et les Femmes” M. Frédéric 
Masson has another book ready on the daily 
life of the Emperor at the Tuileries called 
* Napoleon at Home,” a limited edition of 
which is published by the J. B. Lippincott 
company. That the present two volumes were 
not hurriedly written to take advantage of the 
success of the earlier book the author hastens 
to explain. For twenty years and more he 
has been studying hie hero in his various as- 
pects, and where was there ever a "ore puZz- 
zling or interesting study? 

If, after M. Masson has done writing of 
Napoleon, there is any phase of his character 
left undiscussed I shall be surprised. In the 
present book we see him in his off moments, 
not only in the privacy of his home but in the 
privacy of his dressing-room. 

Napotleon’s Love of Change. 
M. Masson takes the apartments of the 


Tuileries asa type and proceeda to recon- 


struct them from documentary evidence. 
While Napoleon spent much of his time at the 
Tuileries he was very much given to wander- 
ing, and thought nothing of deciding to go to 
Malmaison or St. Cloud on a moment’s notice 
at any hour of theday or night the whim 
struck him. Whenever he moved he expected 
to find his apartments not only ready for 
him, but furnished with all the traps to which 
he was accustomed. He liked to find the 
rooms arranged in the same order as at the 
Tuileries; he wished his private apartment to 
be similar, with furniture made on similar 
patterns and arranged in the identical posi- 
tions. Assoonas his necessaries were un- 
packed, his portfolios opened, he at once be- 
came at home. His wants were few and were 
soon supplied. A few bores contained all 
that was necessary for his comfort. Thug, 
says M. Masson, “his palaces have always 
the air of aninn. All his personal belongings 
follow his person, and when he has left there 
is no trace of his passage, nothing to indicate 
his tasks, nothing to show his character’ or 
his habits.”’ His maps opened out, his great 
table placed on tresties, he set to work. He 
had a mania for order which was satisfied at 
small cost. 3 
The Emperor’s Tollet. 

M. Masson devotes considerable space to 
the toilet of the Emperor. Napoleon was 
awakened in the mortiing by his valet de 
chambre, but whether he awoke refreshed and 
cheerful or sleepy and cross is a question ap- 
parently still unsettied. Equally well-in- 
formed recorders of this event tell opposite 
stories. The position of valet de chambre to 
the Emperor wasa lucrative one. In addi- 
tion to 6,000 francs wages and 2,000 francs 
for his‘ dress “‘a suite of seven rooms, a 
table of four covers. carriage and horse, and 
a coachman at his orders, the right 
of entry to the four stall theaters; in 
addition to the indemnities which were 
assigoed to him when he went with the Em- 
peror on campaign and travel.ng. Constant 
received from Napoleon from 1808 to 1814 
1.800 livres ‘de rente,’ an annual pension of 
6,000 francs, and sums amounting in all to 
261,000 franzcs.”” And yet he deserted the 
Emperor at Fontainebleau and carried off a 
lot of his master’s jewelry and silver. 


Napoleon's Bath. 


When Napoleon got up in the morning the 
first thing he did was to bathe, but his bath 
could not have been very arn gg as it 
was of warm, almost hot water. e staid 
in the bath for an hour, sometimes longer. 
In St. Helena he spent days and sometimes 
nights in the tub, 

On leaving the bath he puton a waisteoat of 
flannel, a shirt similar to that which he wore at 
night (for his shirts of demi-hollande at sirty 
francs and afterwards at forty-eight. francs 
apiece were ail of the same patteun) ; then he 
put on his chamber costume, com posed in sum- 
mer of a pair of drawers with feet and a long 
coat or dressing gown of white twilled dimity ; 
in winter of drawers of stout twilled cotton with 
feet and of a dressing gown of white drffle. On 
his head he kept the bandana which he siept in, 
knotted over the forshead, the two corners of 
which hung dows behind his shoulders. In this 
costume he worked for a long time with his sec- 
retary and began to dictate his letters, or even 
if it was a case of urgency he received one of 
the Ministers in the back cabinet. 


Napoteon Shaves. 


The Emperor used to be shaved by his val- 
ets, but he finally learned to shave himself 
for fear of foul piay. It was very rare for a 

ntieman to shave himself in those days. 

e was obliged toemploy a barber on his 
ha:r, so why not on his face? When the Em- 
peror shaved Constant held the basin and his 
svap, while Roustam, the Mameluke, held the 
mirror. The Emperor in a flannel waistcoat 
flooded one side of his face with iather, which 
he splashed all around him; then he wiped 
himself, took a razor with a handle of pearl 
inlaid with wold, which had been previously 
dipped in hot water, and then began to shave 
himself, 

As soon as the Emperor had shaved one side of 
his face every one turned round. Roustam, with 
his mirror, sed from right to left, or from left 
to right, follow the light; and the operation 
mperor before finish asked 
every one if he was well shaved. Cheerful and 
fond of a joke, he commonly pulled the ears of 
his valete-de chambre if he discovered that a 
hair had escaped him. His beard was thick, 
rather hard, and appears to have varied in 
color; buat this is supposition rather than a mat- 
ter of certainty. Never at any period of his life, 
except during his very last days at St. Heiena, 
did he miss being shaved;a beard of a week's 
growth was a phenomenon with him. From the 
few hairs which have been seen, preserved in col- 
lections, no decision can be formed as to their 


color. 

After he had shaved the Emperor washed his 
hands with almond paste and rose of Windsor 
soap; he washed “his — Be Rae very 
fine spon and frequen ip ead in 
a cabear ~ey which, from ite size, might have 


been taken fora small copper. Such was the 
diameter which 


preservation of ali his teeth, which were beauti- 
ful, strong, and regular. During the whole of his 
reign he never appears to have had recourse, ex- 
cept for scaling, to Dubvis, his surgeon-dentist, 
borne on the lists for 6,000 francs, and the recip- 
ient of a gold traveling case, the instruments in 
which were for the exclusive use of the Emperor.

What a boon stenography and typewriti 
would have been to Napoleon, or perhaps 
should say to his enggesa He dictated .with 
a rush no man could keep up with in 
longhand, so that his secretaries were obliged 
to invent a shorthand of own, Even 
then they could net always give his words, 
but had to satisfy themséives with getting the 
sense of his dictation. He was an insatiable 
worker and kept three secretaries bus}. He 
expected them to work as hard as he did, 
which, since they were not Napoleons, was 
out of the question. 

The dinner was an important meal at the 
Tuileries, schedule time for it was 6 
o’clock, but Napoleon was very apt to forget 
all about it, and it would be sometimes as 
late as 11 before he entered the salle aA 


manger. This occurred oftener in Josephine’s 


time. Marie Louise liked her dinner at 6, 
and if Napoleon did not come at that hour she 
sent for him. This Josephine never dared to 
do; but Marie Louise was an Archduchess, 
and did not stand in the same awe of her im- 
perial spouse. Napoleon worked during the 
divnet hour as well as before and after it. 
It was then that his librarian, came to him to 
teli him of the new books and to read him 
transiations from foreign newspapers. No 
distraction, no pleasure, no gratification of 
the senses prevailed over work. It was no 
unusual thing for him to get up after having 
slept for three hours and dictate to his secre- 
tary, then he would go back to bed and sleep 
for six hours without waking, 

more we read of Napeleon Bonaparte 
the more unique a personality we find him, 
He was not to be judged by any law but his 
own. No man was ever like him and it is 
hardiy likely that any man ever will be. He 
was the man of destiny and the man who, 
though dead and buried, France fears and ad- 
mires more today than any living power.

it most. Of ail the roads the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, under the management of 
Mr. St. John, was the most vigilant in this

The Bishop was interviewed by a Tribyne 
representative and was shown the New York 
dispatch which quoted portions of his ad- 
dress.

* Tam quoted as stating that ‘no man ca 
have the right within five years of his dedicat- 
ing himself to the service of God to break the 
pledge of celibacy.’ Those were not my ex- 
act words. I said that I was opposed to en- 
forced celibacy of ‘the Romish church, but 
that I wished there wae a canon in our own 
commupion which would prevent marrying 
among our clergymen for at léast five years 
after their entrance to the ministry.

The Bishop in his interview also said: 

**I spoke of the relation of the Bible to the 
Church. The popular motto of Protestants 
has been Chillingworth’s motto: ‘The Bible, 
and the Bible only, for Protestants.’ Men 
have ignorantly supposed that Christianity 
is founded on a book, let down on a string 
from heaven, but the church, founded on the 
pmo only, is just now being severely under- 
mined, 

**Charchmen believe that it is founded on 
the persoa of Christ aud that his religion was 
embodied in a church—which was not a mere 
voluntary association of believers, as Protes. 
tants for the most part have held, or was it a 
visible society or kingdom under an earthly 
head as our Roman brethren hold.

The portrait which has 
come down to us is another contradiction to 
this slanaer. If further evidence ig desired 
on this perhaps not important point, except 
in so far as the showing up as absolutely false 
in one particular tends to invalidate the

Nelson, having been told 
that there was likewise a resembiance in their 
features, sent his own portrait with a letter 
to the Russian, who rejoined: ‘I really see 
a likeness between us when I examine your 

ortrait. This is flattermg to me, but I re- 
joice yet more that our mirds and motives 
are alike.’ » . . There was, in truth, a re- 
semblanee both moral and piysical between 
the two heroes.’ Kecaliing Neison’s presence 
at Napies is unfortunate for Lieut.-Col. Spald- 
ing’s comparison (from whose sketch of 
Seavarof~ hae as olfset fo Théebault) and 
for thé English hero. Does he forget, agnore, 
or condone Nelson’s criminal act at this time 
in setting aside a capitulation providing for 
the safety of the persons and. property of all 
connected with the revolution; an. amnesty 
having been proclaimed and passage provided 
for those who had been especialiy wa eg 
mited and who desired te go to France? “ . 
denly the British fleet under Nelson himeelf 
appeared. The whole capitulation and am- 
nesty were set aside as a com pact with traitors. 
The unfortunate prisoners were executed in 
great numbers. In vain the English Captains 
who had signed the papers protested 
that the honor of the British flag 
was involved, that the well-understood code 
of military law forbids the molestation of men 
with arms in their hands who have been al- 
lowed to,.surrender. To, all these remon- 
strances Nelson was desf. Neison went 
all lengths. He allowed officers of the re-

+e courts-martial held on board — ves- 
sels of war, and he disgraced the British flag 
by hanging at least one of them, and him the 
most distinguished, Admiral Caraccioli, from 
tne yardarm of an English frigate."’ To sach

Gen. Souvarof reported the fall of Warsaw 
tothe Empress in a dispatch which will be 
remembered for its brevity and spirit: ‘‘ Most 
gracious lady: Hurrah!

*“* Hurrah, Field-Marshal Souvarof,” and re- 
calling Napoleon’s greeting to Marbot, when 
the latter returned from his perilous mission 
across the Danube at Méik: **I am very well 
pleased with you, Major Marbot.”’

The time 
is ripe for the old order represented by Russia 
and Austria and backed by England to make 
a stand against the revolution of ideas which 
threatens to engulf ere Austria and 
Russia are in alliance and English gold is in 
their coffers to help ‘defray the expenses of 
the war against republican France, but more 
especially against republican ideas. By 
virtue of the silent partnership England 
claims a voice in selecting the leader of the 
allied armies and at her suggestion Souvarof 
the ** barbarian”’ is called from an enforced 
retirement. He reaches Vieuana on the 26th 
of March, lacking but two days of being 694¢ 
years old, 

In spite of dildtory instructions from the 
Anbi Council of War he promptiy gets the 
allied army in motion. Thugert, the Austrian 
Prime Minister, “thinking himself a past 
master ip.strategy, much as Frederick. the 
Great was proud of hig. reputation, as. & Rote. 
continually hampered Souvarof with the most 
absurd peeery So Which the latter paid gittie 
attention. ‘* Thugert was resolved to le? him 
see what manner of man he had offended. A 
system of espionage was established at the 
general headquarters; supplies and transport 
were witaheld at critical moments; intrigues 
were set on foot for the removal of the Rus- 
sian troops from Italy.”’ And yet the old sol- 
dier, keeping his face to the enemy, won vic- 
tories which, had he been ten years younger 
and had a homogeneous army with proper 
support at court, might have hake the his- 
tory in the making of which he played so 
pruminent a part fora brief period. 7 
We must pass over. the campaign in Italy 
with its battles, Adda, Trebbia, Novi, etc.— 
all victories for Souvarof—the political differ- 
ences which madedissension in the campot the 
allies and without doubt had much to do with 
their not following up the advantages thus 
gained, England fully recognized Souvarof’s 
merits, which was doubtless litthe compensa- 
tion for the treatment which he received at 
the hands of the court of Vienna, 

Souvarof, however, was heartbruken at the 
vain result of all his efforts and triumphs. 
He had dreamt of victory on the plains of 
France and .the . reéstablishment of 
‘**throne and altar’’ on the ruins of the repub- 
lic. Meanwhile matters were not prospering 
with the allies in Switzerland, Massena and 
Ney proving too mach fer the Arch- 
duke Charles and orsakoff. Thitner 
Souvarof was ordered to take command. 
And more;than this, to conduct 20,000 troops 
on the Alps by the St. Gothard Pass, then im- 
passable for wheeled traffic. The task was 
rendered still more difficult from the fact 
that the Russians were unaccustomed to 
mountain climbing, and still more - unaccus- 
tomed to mountain fighting which was in 
store for’ them, for the pass was in the ‘pos- 
session of the French. *Souvarof himself wae 
entirely ignorant of the country which he had 
to traverse, as well as of mountain warfare, 
besides which * he was entirely misled by 
Col. Weyrother, an Austrian staff officer 
who had. been lent to him for the purpose 
of supplying local inforniation.”’ The: ar- 
rangements tor the transportation of baggage 
and provision undertaken by the Austrians 
failed. ‘* The Austrian General, Déler, de- 
ceives us shamefully with his ambiguous 
promises,’ writes Souvarof to his waster. 

The ascent of tne Kinzig Pass, over which 
Souvarof led his troops, has been thus de- 
scribed: ‘* The path became gradually oc * 
er and at times disappeared. altagether. T 
troops had to ascend one by' one, now on bare 
10cks, now on stippery clay. In other places 
they had to clainber up steps, as it were, with 
no hold for the sole of the foot; ih others 
loose pebbles gave way beneath their feet or 
they stuck fast in the snow which covered to 
tops of the mountain. It was not any easy 
matter for pedestrians to climbauch a mount- 
ain; what, then, must have been the difficulty 
of conducting horses and mules laden with 
guns, am!nunition, and cartridges? The poor 
ahimais could hardly budge a foot: in many 
cases — stumbled from the narrow path- 
way hea into the abyss and were dashed 
to pieces on rocks below. The horses often 
dragged the men with them in their fall; a 
false step was déath,”’ 

They had to fight their way through the 


Urner Loca. (or tunnel) and over the Devil’s 
Bridge; at that time barely wide enough to 
perminit two men ‘to cross, it abreast, “* A 
French gun swept the tunnel from end to end 
with grape, and mowed down all who entered 
until Russian flanking parties compelled the 
defenders to retire across the Devil’s Bridge.”’
